Here  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  we  have  had  a  physical  education  and  ath- 
letic program  that  has  made  it  possible  for  every  man  on  this  campus 
to  develop  a  healthy  body  at  the  same  time  he  is  developing  his  in- 
tellectual skills.  Moreover,  in  our  sports  program  there  is  such  variety 
that  many  different  tastes  can  be  satisfied  and  all— no  matter  how 
great,  or  how  small  the  athletic  aptitude— can  participate  and  have  fun. 
We  are  proud  of  our  physical  education  and  athletic  program  and  we 
urge  each  of  you  to  use  it  and  enjoy  it.

DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS-MESSAGE 

The  purpose  of  the  athletic 
program  on  this  campus  is  ''to  pro- 
vide opportunities  for  students  who 
normally  enroll  here  to  participate 
in  sports  on  a  level  suitable  to 
their  abilities".  For  some  this 
means  competition  on  an  intramural 
level  and  for  others  participation  in 
bne  or  more  intercollegiate  sports. 
In  the  eleven  intercollegiate  sports 
competition  is  on  various  levels. 
Some  teams  compete  with  the  best 
in  the  country  and  others  with  only 
smaller  colleges. 

There  are  no  athletic  scholar- 
ships and  financial  support  for  the 
program,  including  W.A.A.  and  Or- 
chesis,  comes  from  student  fees.  Students,  then,  do  not  pay  for  ad- 
mission to  home  games.  Parents  of  students  currently  enrolled  are  also 
admitted  to  all  home  games  upon  presentation  of  I.D.  cards  that  may 
be  picked  up  at  the  Athletic  office. 

The  finest  coaching  staff  in  the  country  directs  these  activities. 
Since  the  program  started  more  than  two  thirds  of  all  contests  have 
been  won.  Some  teams  have  gained  national  recognition.  Individual 
athletes  from  here  have  made  the  U.S.  Olympic  team,  been  named  to 
Ail-American  teams,  and  many  have  gone  to  earn  letters  and  some  to 
captain  teams  on  the  Urbana  campus. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  build  a  program  that  is  educa- 
tionally sound.  As  a  result  it  has  had  enthusiastic  support  from  the 
University  administration.  Students,  who  can  find  it  possible,  will 
gain  much  through  participation.  It  is  an  opportunity  to  belong  to  a 
group,  to  make  lasting  friendships,  to  gain  the  satisfaction  of  worth- 
while competition.

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INTERCOLLEGIATE  RULES 

Intercollegiate  eligibility  rules  have  been  established  with  the 
idea    of    assisting    UIC    athletes    to   improve    their   academic   standard. 

1.  After  each  four  week  period,  each  student  will  turn  in  to  the  phy- 
sical education  office  a  report  of  progress  from  each  of  his  instructors. 

2.  If  the  student  is  reported  as  "unsatisfactory,"  he  will  have  a  two 
week  period  to  improve  to  a  satisfactory  level  or  be  removed  from  his 
team. 

3.  A  student  on  academic  probation  at  the  start  of  a  semester  is  ineligi- 
ble until  the  end  of  the  fourth  week.  If  his  grades  are  such  as  to  meet 
the  terms  of  his  probation,  he  is  eligible. 

4.  A  student  is  "unsatisfactory"  if  the  quality  of  his  work  will  lead 
to  probable  failure  or  if  the  instructor  believes  that  the  student  is 
capable  of  doing  better  work. 

5.  The  student  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  a  semester  of  regular  ac- 
ademic work. 

6.  Any  student  who  has  not  graduated  from  a  college  or  university  is 
eligible.  He  must  be  an  amateur  and  must  not  have  applied  his  athletic 
skills  in  any  professional  manner.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  SERVICE  PROGRAM  FOR  MEN 
GUIDANCE  PROGRAM 

The  objectives  of  guidance  is  to  place  students  efficiently  in 
classes  with  regard  to  their  needs,   interests  and  abilities* 

The  student's  score  on  the  Physical  Education  Placement  Test 
is  used  to  determine  the  type  of  activity  in  which  the  student  may  en- 
roll. If  the  student  scores  less  than  50  on  the  test,  he  is  required  to  en- 
roll in  Developmental  Activities,  If  he  scores  between  50  and  65,  he 
may  enroll  in  any  of  the  Limited  Choice  courses.  If  he  scores  65  or 
over,  he  has  the  opportunity  to  enroll  in  any  course  he  desires. 

If  the  student  has  some  handicap  or  disability,  he  does  not  take 
the  Physical  Education  Placement  Test,  but  is  placed  in  a  Prescribed 
Exercise   class  where  he  engages   in  activities  of  a  remedial  nature. 

All  of  the  physical  education  service  courses  are  divided  into 
four  main  areas:  gymnastics,  developmental  activities,  combatives,  and 
recreational  sports.  A  student  is  requested  to  take  no  more  than  two 
courses  in  any  one  area,  thereby  making  it  possible  for  him  to  obtain 
variety  in  physical  education  activities. 

Students  with  no  experience  in  recreational  activities  during 
their  first  three  semesters  are  required  to  enroll  in  a  recreational  acti- 
vity during  their  final  semester  in  physical  education, 

USE  OF  FACILITIES 


All  students  enrolled  in  the  University  may  obtain  a  basket,  towel, 
and  lock  from  the  equipment  room.  There  is  no  deposit  for  these  items; 
however,  any  loss  or  damage  will  be  charged  to  the  student's  general 
deposit  fee, 

AVAILABLE  FACILITIES 
Following   is   a   list  of   available   gym   facilities:   apparatus  equip- 
ment,   pulley  weights,    climbing   ropes,    stall    bars,   table   tennis  tables, 
lifting    weights,    tumbling    and   wrestling   mats,    and   badminton,   basket- 
ball and  volleyball  courts. 
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EQUIPMENT  ISSUED 

Students  may  secure  the  following  for  use  in  the  gym:  volleyball 
nets  and  standards,  striking  bags,  boxing  gloves,  badminton  standards 
and  nets,  table  tennis  nets,  paddles. 

ACADEMIC  AND  NON-ACADEMIC  PERSONNEL 

University  academic  and  non-academic  personnel  are  invited  to 
participate.  A  two  dollar  fee  is  required  per  semester  for  towel  use,  etc. 
Everyone  is  invited  to  use  the  gym  whenever  there  are  no  classes 
scheduled.  During  each  semester,  certain  hours  each  week  are  set 
aside  for  CO-RECREATIONAL  activities.  Gym  facilities  are  granted 
for  general  participation. 

COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division  offers  the  first  two  years  of  a 
four  year  program  for  men  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Physical  Education.  Students  desiring  to  take  work  in  Health  Educa^ 
tion  or  Recreation  may  take  at  least  one  year  of  work  at  this  Division. 
There  is  no  loss  of  credit  upon  transferring  to  Urbana  after  two  years 
of  work  in  Chicago.  The  academic  record  made  by  students  who  have 
transferred  to  the  Urbana  campus  has  been  outstanding  and  many  of 
these  persons  are  now  in  teaching  and  coaching  positions  in  Chicago 
and  in  the  suburban  area.  An  Annual  Award  is  made  to  the  Outstanding 
Sophomore  Physical  Education  Major  student  based  upon  scholarship, 
leadership  ability  and  participation  in  extracurricular  activities.  A  com- 
plete listing  of  professional  course  offerings  appears  below: 

Introduction  to  the  fields  of  Phy- 
sical Education,  Athletics,  Safety,  Health,  and  Recreation.  Open  to 
students  majoring  in  Physical  Education. 

Beginning  course  for  prospective 
coaches  and  physical  education  teachers.  Introduction  to  skills,  rules, 
and  strategy.  Offered  only  to  students  majoring  in  Physical  Education. 

Beginning  course  for  prospective 
coaches  and  physical  education  teachers.  Skills  essential  to  playing 
football  are  taught.  Rules  are  stressed.  Offered  only  to  students  ma- 
joring in  Physical  Education. 

P.E.M.  153-Fitness  Programs.  Physical  fitness  tests,  calisthenics, 
bulldozer,  grass,  all-out  and  locomotor  exercises;  leadership  techni- 
ques. Open  to  students  majoring  in  Physical  Education. 
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P.E.M.    154-Swimming.    Crawl,   back,   breast,  and   side   strokes,  diving; 
life  saving.  Open  to  students  majoring  in  Physical  Education. 
P.E.M.    l55*Gymnastics.  Tumbling,  apparatus  stunts*  Open  to  students 
majoring  in  Physical  Education* 

P.E.M.  156-Wrestling.  Wrestling  skills,  rules,  strategy.  Open  to  stu- 
dents majoring  in  Physical  Education.
